It is not believed that much of the 
fruit in .Jackson county has been dam­ 
aged by the cold weather. 
Fruit men 
say, however, that the real damage will 
not be known until the weather becomes 
warmer, when the injured fruit will 
show the effects of the cold weather. 
It 
was feared that the snow would be in­ 
jurious to the fruit and vegetables, but 
the reports say that but very little dam­ 
age will result. 
Most of the fruit was so fu r ad­ 
vanced that the cold weather has had 
little effect, excf}*. to temporarily re­ 
tard.'growth. I t is said that the great­ 
est danger was to those trees which 
were in full bloom, and which would be 
easily injured by the cold rains. 
Henry Gainer, the gardener who lives 
south of the city, said that he did not 
think much of the fruit had been in­ 
jured. 
He also stated that the vegeta­ 
bles were apparently not damaged, but 
a correct report could not be made for 
several days, until the weather became 
warmer. 
Ohter gardeners and 
fruit 
I growers report that the fruit and veg­ 
etables are not generally damaged in 
(this county. 
Several reports have been received, 
however, to the effect that some ot the 
[strawberry plants have been killed by 
the unusual April weather. Grapes, it is 
said, are not injured. Some of the berry 
growers are of the opinion that even it 
some of the small fruits have been 
killed, it is not too late for a second 


[cro p to appear. 
Farmers reported that the wheat and 
[other growing grains were not injured 
and are still very optimistic regarding 
the crops. 
In Bartholomew county it is 
reported that some of the wheat was in­ 
jured and that in some places the far- 
|mers had given up all hope of harve-t 
png a big crop. 
Oats and rye were also 
[injured.

unearthed by the secret agents of the 
departm ent of justice. 
Not only did George W. Coleman, 
the hoy bookkeeper of the National 
City Bank of Cambridge fall into the 
trap to an extent that wrecked the in­ 
stitution, but many other prom inent 
citizens of Boston were snared and 
“nipped.” 
Counting w hat was obtain­ 
ed through the alleged agency of Cole­ 
man from the bank in Cambridge, 
close to $1,000,000 is known to have 
been squeezed out of Boston victims 
in a com paratively few years by the 
New York syndicate. 
A certain young 
woman is said to have revealed many 
inside facts which hastened the arrest 
of “ Big Bill” Keliher, who still occu 
pies a cell at the Charles street jail in 
default of $25.000 hail. 
Her story, 
coupled with other information, has 
sent the departm ent of justice agents 
to New York, where they are said to 
be w atching a house on W est Forty- 
fourth street.

Havana, April

“The governm ent learned that 
a small minority of negroes, under the 
pretext that they were organizing an 
independent colored party, was incit­ 
ing rebellion to keep whites out of of­ 
fice and to overturn the government, 
whereupon judges ordered the arrest 
of the inciters, all of whom, to the 
num ber of seventy, are now in jail. 
“The m ovem ent has been com plete­ 
ly quelled without violence. 
The in­ 
vestigation into the m atter Is being 
continued, and it may result in the 
discovery of more persons, not asso­ 
ciated with the negro party, as the 
real instigator*. The governm ent dpes 
not know of any considerable aoctlbm- 
lation of arm s. 
The charge against 
the prisoners all over the island Is In­ 
citing rebellion.” 
It is apparent that the governm ent's 
prom pt action and display of force 
dismayed 
the 
conspirators.

W. Coleman in m isappropriating the 
funds of the National City bank of

Coleman got away with 
about $309 ooo according to the report

Young Coleman, who was drawing $12 
weekly as a salary, is said to have ad 
m ilted that he went to New York sev­ 
eral times with Keliher and lost larg< 
sum s of money In gambling. 


Federal Detectives Say Coleman 


Put Away $100,000. 
Cambridge. Mass., April 26.—George 
W. Coleman, the clerk who looted the 
National City Bank of $250,000, most 
of which he is said to have lost in 
brace faro banks in New York, has 
manifested a change of front and, ac­ 
cording to the police, claims to have 
secreted $100,000, the hiding place of 
which he declines to reveal. 
The fed­ 
eral detectives claim 
that Coleman 
planted $100,000, which explains the 
discrepancy of $109,000 between the 
statem ents made by Coleman and Re­ 
ceiver Bates. The latter, in his report, 
stated that $309,000 was taken, while 
Coleman insisted that $200,000 was the 
am ount taken, and of this sum $180,- 
000 went to “ Big Bill” K eliher and the 
other faro men.

Storm 
Has 
Inflicted 
Worst 
Damage 


Ever Known on Cotton Crop. 
y e w Orleans, April 26.—T he great 
blizzard, snow storm and freeze now 
prevailing in the south is the worst 
ever known and has caused probably 
the greatest dam age ever inflicted on 
the cotton crop. 
The w eather is th*1 
coldest for April by 10 to 15 degrees. 
It snowed and froze as far south as 
Montgomery, Ala., Jackson, Miss., and 
Alexandria, La. 
There was frost to 
the gulf coast. 
At Monro*», La., three 
freezes followed each other 4n rapid 
succession. 


Indianapolis, 
April 
25.—The 
cold 
wave of the past three days, culm inat­ 
ing Saturday night in freezing w eath­ 
er, is believed to have completed the 
; destruction of small fruit throughout 
the state and to have done incalcula­ 
ble dam age to all kinds of vegetation. 
W hen the sun came out Sunday m orn­ 
ing grapevines looked as if they had 
been scorched with torrid heat, early j 
flowers were killed and all small fruits 
had been blighted beyond hope of re- j 
covery. 
For three days the tem p era­ 
ture had been hovering around the 
freezing points, and it only needed the | 
colder blasts of Saturday night to com­ 
plete the destruction. 
The cold w eather was general over 
the state and reports today show that 
no section escaped the damage. 
Fruit 
growers 
made 
strenuous 
efforts 
to 
save the sm aller fruits, and hundreds 
of them burned straw under trees and 
resorted to other expedients, but the 
efforts were in vain. 
The grape crop 
will be reduced to one-third of the nor­ 
mal, while cherries, peaches, apples, 
plums, straw berries and other small 
fruits are killed. 
Hundreds of g ar­ 
dens planted in March will have to be 
replanted. 
The fruit crops in normal 
years in Indiana are estim ated to be 
worth about $5,000,000 or $6,000,0o0, 
and it is safe to say that the loss will 
be fully $5,000,000 this year.
